Residential designers tackle 
building envelope issues 


At its regular monthly meeting in September, the 
Residential Codes Committee confirmed its tran- 
sition from a year-long focus on the changes being 
proposed in Massachusetts’ residential building 
codes to a much broader emphasis on a full range of 
design and practice issues of significance to residen- 
tial designers. 


Mat Cummings AIA and Adrien Mercure co-chaired 
the Committee during the last year while it devot- 
ed all of its time to ensuring that the changes in 

the residential codes were appropriate. The leader- 
ship of the Committee has now passed to new co- 
chairs Tom Downer AIA of Downer Associates and 
Frank Shirley AIA of Frank Shirley Architects. The 
year-long schedule of programs will focus on con- 
tracts and contract negotiations for residential proj- 
ects, liability insurance issues and options, new win- 
dow codes and technologies, green residential design 
issues/technologies/opportunities, working with lum- 
ber/fastenings/pre-fab materials, residential design/ 
build options, and a panel discussion of contractors 
offering suggestions/critiques on how architects can 
work more effectively with builders. Each of these 
issues will be the focus of one of the monthly meet- 
ings at 8:00 am on the third Tuesday of each month 
through next May. 


We 
focus on building envelope issues in residential proj- 
ects — including wood-frame construction air and

New smart-growth zoning law 
is passed 


In June, the Massachusetts legislature adopted a new 
piece of smart-growth legislation that defines smart 
growth as “a principal of land development that 
emphasizes mixing land uses, increases the availabili- 
ty of affordable housing by creating a range of hous- 
ing opportunities in neighborhoods, takes advantage 
of compact design, fosters distinctive and attractive 
communities, preserves open space, farmland, natu- 
ral beauty and critical environmental areas, strength- 
ens existing communities, provides a variety of trans- 
portation choices, makes development decisions pre- 
dictable, fair and cost-effective, and encourages com- 
munity and stakeholder collaboration in develop- 
ment decisions.” 


That is the lead paragraph in a recent summary of 
the new zoning law prepared by BSA board member 
and attorney Jay Wickersham, Esq., FAIA of Noble 
& Wickersham in Cambridge. 


Wickersham’s three-page summary of the new leg- 
islation addresses the definition of a ‘smart growth 
zoning district’, zoning within such a district, design 
standards based on contextual awareness and local 
planning, the process of project review by public 
agencies, and financial incentives to be paid from 

a new Smart Growth Housing Trust Fund to be 
administered by the Massachusetts Department of 
Housing and Community Development.

Form follows function no more?

Ed. note: The thief reportedly was arrested at a nearby 
bank branch about 40 minutes after he came up empty 
at the copy shop.

$35K scholarship applications

‘Offshoring’ increases noted 
in Boston survey 


More architects are sending work overseas than 

ever before, according to a survey of over 100 
Massachusetts architects conducted by Larsen 
Associates for the BSA. A similar survey conduct- 
ed six months ago for AIA chapters in Connecticut 
and in Chicago indicated that 2% of architects were 
using offshore design and drafting services but the 
more recent BSA survey revealed that 20% of those 
responding were using offshore services. Even more 
surprising, almost half of those surveyed in Boston 
said they are considering use of offshore architects to 
ease their firms’ workloads. 


Cost and time savings are cited as the most attractive 
aspects of using offshore production. In fact, some 
firms reported up to a five-fold increase in profitabil- 
ity by sending low-value tasks offshore. These same 
firms found they could compress drawing produc- 
tion time 40% by transferring drawing around the 
world and thus working 24/7. 


However, some architects are quite vocal in their 
opposition to this trend. Said one respondent, “I am 
firmly against sending work offshore that can and 
should be done by our citizens. We are degrading 
architecture into a glorified global drafting service.” 


Architects are not yet sending a lot of work over- 
seas and few have used offshore partners for more 
than two years; however, the offshore market is 
clearly evolving. The jury is still out as to whether 
‘offshoring’ is an opportunity for or a threat to our 
profession. 


Our research shows that the transition to offshore pro- 
duction may be faster than the CADD transition 10- 
15 years ago. The same economic forces that pushed 
CADD onto our profession seem to be at work here 
as well, The transition to CADD was often poor- 

ly managed as we converted an entire generation of 
young architects into ‘computer guys’, many of whom 
ultimately left the profession. If we do not manage 
offshore production more wisely, some believe we will 
lose another generation of U.S. architects.

CM-at-risk is the new game BSAilNov 2004 


in state work 


In last month's ChapterLetter, | outlined some of 
the changes in the way public agencies will be pro- 
curing general and filed sub-trade contractors under 
the construction reform legislation signed into law 
in July. (You can review the text of the new law, 
Chapter 193 of the Acts of 2004, on-line at www. 
mass. gov/legisllaws/seslaw04/s1040193.htm.) 


This month I focus on what may be the major 
reform of the Massachusetts Commission on Public 
Construction Reform — the use of construction- 
management-at-risk as an alternative to ‘conven- 
tional’ design/bid/build project delivery process- 

es under MGL Chapter 149. The CM-at-risk pro- 
posal approved by the Commission is based large- 
ly on one developed over nearly two years by my col- 
leagues and I on the Legislative Affairs Committee 
at the BSA in conjunction with representatives of 
Associated General Contractors (AGC) and the 
Associated Subcontractors of Massachusetts (ASM). 
CM-at-risk is found in Section 27 of the new law, 
which establishes a new MGL Chapter 149A; CM- 
at-risk will be brought into effect on January 1, 
2005. 


This CM-at-risk option is permitted for all pub- 
lic agencies including cities, towns, counties, and all 
state agencies. Its principal features address: 


A availability for any project over $5 million in con- 
struction value; 


& authorization by the Inspector General's office; 


& prequalification and selection of the CM during 
the design phase; 


A construction document subcontract scopes estab- 


lished by the CM; 


A prequalification of 17 filed sub-trades and any 
other sub-trade selected by the client/owner; and 


A maintenance of the 17 filed-sub trades as sepa- 
rately listed open-book procurements. 


Public agencies will select their designers through the 
MGL Chapter 7 process and the architect/engineer 
will maintain control over the design. For projects 
over $5 million in value, agencies may elect the CM- 
at-risk as an alternative to the conventional Chapter 
149 design/bid/build process. There are two proce- 
dures for authorization for CM-at-risk, both involv- 
ing the Inspector General (IG). 


& The five “exempt” state agencies — the Division 
of Capital Asset Management (DCAM), MassPort, 
Massachusetts Water Resources Authority (MWRA), 
Massachusetts State College Building Authority 
(MSCBA) and the University of Massachusetts 

— will develop procedures for administering their 


actice 
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CM-at-risk processes and submit them to the IG 

for approval. These agencies will be authorized to 
employ CM-at-risk so long as those procedures are 
followed. Agency procedures will be submitted annu- 
ally to the IG for review and approval. (MSCBA 
enjoys several unique provisions, which | note 
below.) The University of Massachusetts can con- 
tinue to use CM-at-risk as well as other procedures 
through a legal exemption until August 1, 2006, 
after which it will operate as an ‘exempt’ agency. 


& Municipalities and all other agencies will submit 
information to the IG on a project-by-project basis. 
Submissions will identify the project’s management 
plan and the owner-agency’s capacity to administer 
the process. The IG will provide a notice to proceed 
to the agency. Resubmission to correct deficiencies 
in a project submission is permitted. 


The IG’s office has established a task force with rep- 
resentatives of DCAM, the Attorney General's office, 
the BSA, AGC, ASM, the Massachusetts Municipal 
Association and the Massachusetts Building Trades 
Council to help it develop guidelines and procedures 
for CM-at-risk authorization. (I represent the BSA 
in this group.) The agencies have posted to their 
websites a memo to designers and contractors sum- 
marizing the construction reform changes general- 

ly as well as a list of ‘Frequently Asked Questions’. 
These can be viewed at www.mass.gov/cam/ under 
the heading ‘Construction Reform’. Our task force 
meets every other week and things are changing rap- 
idly, so keep an eye on that site for updates and revi- 
sions. 


Based on the recommendations of the owner's proj- 
ect manager and designer and after authorization by 
the IG, the public agency selects the CM through 
a two-stage RFQ/RFP process with no fewer than 
three CM firms submitting proposals. Designers 
participate on the CM selection committee. Final 
selection is based on both qualification and price 
(preconstruction services and fee). Uniquely, the 
MSCBA is authorized to employ CM-at-risk for 
projects over $1 million in value and select the 
designer and CM as a team through either a one- 
stage qualification and proposal process or a two- 
stage process with proposals submitted by prequali- 


fied designer/CM teams. 


The CM comes on board during the design phase 
and works with the designer on design, scope, con- 
structability, budget and division of work among 
trades. This last item should excite anyone who 
does public work in the Commonwealth — it frees 
the designer from the exclusive responsibility for the 
division of filed sub-trade work in their construction 
documents. Design-phase collaboration will mini- 
mize gaps in the documents that can lead to change 
orders, disputes and delays. 


The CM's guaranteed maximum price (GMP) is 
established before the start of any construction work 
(although some fast-track authority is allowed). The 
GMP can be based on design documents that are no 
less developed than 60% construction documents 
although that will vary depending on the project. 
The CM can participate in performance incentives 
up to 1% of the contract value. 


Once the GMP is negotiated, the CM is responsi- 
ble for construction and holds the contracts with the 
sub-trade contractors. Prequalified sub-trade con- 
tracts are awarded to the lowest bidders except when 
the agency identifies a public interest (e.g., partic- 
ipation of minority- and/or women-owned busi- 
nesses). Sub-trade contractors enjoy the same con- 
tract and payment protections as under current law 
including a statutory two-page form of subcontract 
and direct payment rights. Sub-trade contractors in 
the 17 ‘44F sub-trade categories’ and all other class- 
es of work selected by the CM and the public agen- 
cy must be prequalified according to strict, fair and 
measurable criteria set forth in the legislation. 


When applicable, sub-trade contractors certify that 
they will prequalify their second-tier subs. All other 
subcontractors (non-filed sub-trades) will be selected 
by the CM and prequalified according to the CM’s 
own procedures, which are submitted to the agency 
for review. The agency has the right to review can- 
didate contractors for non-filed sub-trades and can 
offer others for consideration. 


CM-at-risk is not for every project but it has advan- 

tages in complicated situations such as projects with 

particular site constraints, unusual or highly complex 
construction systems, or with occupancy during con- 
struction or with phased occupancy, It offers anoth- 
er tool for our public agencies and designers to deliv- 
er good design and cost-effective construction.

Shawmut Education's executive director, believes that 
“a training program without job placement is not 
going to work” and has therefore focused Shawmut 
Education's efforts on placement as well as train- 
ing. Pearson has also linked his efforts to the BSA 
Task Force to End Homelessness as part of a city- 
wide effort to create and strengthen alliances among 
private- and public-sector organizations and agencies 
addressing these issues.

Dialogue XIX 
Teaching while practicing ? 


Generally speaking, architects are good learners. 
Most of us take pride in our ability to soak up 
information about anything and everything. 

We get ‘up to speed’ quickly on our clients and 
their businesses, we adapt to new techniques and 
technologies, we attend seminars and conferences 
and earn CEUs happily. What we don’t do nearly as 
well is share that knowledge with our colleagues. 


We can look out across the spaces in which we work 
and view our compatriots as storehouses of accu- 
mulated knowledge. We can familiarize ourselves 
with each person's expertise to the point at which 
we know exactly to whom it is best to bring a cer- 
tain question. We can even assemble ourselves into 
teams that take greatest advantage of each individu- 
al’s knowledge. But wouldn't it be great if there was 
some way to spread that knowledge around? 


If you have ever had a discussion in your organiza- 
tion about education and training, you may have 
come to the same conclusion: We love to learn 

but find it a challenge to teach while practicing. 
Empirical or on-the-job teaching is the tradition- 
al way of sharing knowledge between more and less 
experienced architect’s, but this process is general- 
ly limited to one-on-one transactions, Although an 
important and irreplaceable piece of how architects 
learn, the experience of on-the-job learning varies 
greatly in quality with different projects and differ- 
ent ‘teachers’. 


Didactic or classroom-style teaching doesn’t fare 
much better in most firms. From a busy and ambi- 
tious young architect's point of view, the least attrac- 
tive way to learn is by sitting in a conference room 
taking notes. Printed handouts sit in a pile under the 
unread magazines; books line our shelves collecting 
dust. And there is always that persistent question: 
Given a choice, who among us would rather take the 
time to prepare a lesson plan and teach in the office 
instead of doing what it is we were trained to do? 


This month’ question is: What is the best way for 
us to teach while practicing? What has worked in 
your experience?
